>rovp tboii- appearance, ia decidedly u most 
)ornioious practice, for not only does it take 
'roui thorn their delicious flavor, but makes 
hem oioeedingly injurious to tboso wlio 
jortako of tbem. To such an extent bus 
bis practice beau carried on, nnd so notable 
lave, been ita pernicious effects, tbat tho 
French 
goverumout have 
passed very 


trmgout laws prohibiting tbo salo of snob 
vegetables, artificially 
greeted, iu that 


ountry. The gooda are, however, still put 
up to u very gieut extent and sent to tb'i3 
louutry, aud people, iu most cases, bolmvo 
.hem to bo tlitt uuoet goods, beouuso tliey 
mng tbo bigbost price and bave tbo fluest 
color. Thoro is oao tost, however, by which 
they can quickly decide between tno peas 
of natural color and 
those 
artillcmlly 


greoned, aud that is, to taatc tlium. They 
rill find tho green ones flavorless. 


GHOWING PLANTS IH MOIST 
HPONOE,— 


Sotno dozon years or moro njjo an ingenious 
joiitlemaik contrived a banging casket iu 
vhicb rich, solutions of fertilizing materials 
were dosijcuod to nourish bright blossoms 
Mid trailing vines into unwonted vigor dur- 
ug tbe cold season when house plants afford 
all there, ia of leaf or bud. Whether tbo 
)lau over met witb much tnvor, wo do not 
•enow ; perhaps it did not, for it waa Bomo- 
wlmt costly ; but oi late a similiar device on 


smaller, cheaper, and at least equally et* 
eotivo scale, hiv) bopu tried and found to 
.uswer HutisfuutorUy in tbo growing ofwin- 
er byacintud. The bulbs were bedded ia 
deep incisions mmle iu largo sponges, tbe 
utter closed snugly ov^r and round the 
>ulba, nnd then placed iu appropriately 
haped rases. Water moderately warmed, 
ay to 60° or 70°, was poured into tbe vaao 
until it reached abouc midway tho height of 
l>e sponxe. The bulbs begau to sprout in 
wo or throe days, aud Jn about six weeks 
he plants were as oiuny iucbe» high, and 
jontinued to thrive until the flowers came 
ut of " unusually large size aud perfect 
orm." Tho sponge waa bidden, after the 
j'8t week or two, by sowing rapo seed 
ipon it, tho resultant growth completely 
overing it with moss-like vegetation. From 
t* porous nud warm nature, tbo spongo 
eems well adapted to tbe purpose, and 
.ilute fortiliziuK material might, it would 
»ppear, bo added to aid tbo quick develop- 
ment of tho plants.

MiKitoita MAY UB RUINED.—The 


fercttntile Journal remarks : "It is st fact 
worth knowing, but whioh doea not seem 
enorally understood, that the amalgam of 
tnt'oil with mercury, whioh is spread on 
laas plates to make looking-glasses, is very 
eadily cryatalizod by actinic solar rays. A 
mirror hung where tiie sun ciui shiuo ou it is 


sually spoiled ; it takes o granulated up- 
earatice familiar to housekeepers, thoiu.h 
hey may not be acquainted with ita cause, 
u nuch a stalo the "ivrtiolo is nearly worth- 
ess ; tho continuity of its qurfuoo is dc- 
troyed, und it will uot reflect outlines with 
any approach to precision. Care should 
hercfore bo exercised in hanging. If any 
if our readers have mirrors which appear to 
16 spoiling, it would bp well to ascertain 
rhetaor tbo direct sun-light strikes thorn, 
f thus exposed, they can probably bo saved 
rom fartuor injury by simply chauging 
heir position. Tho bftok na well as tho 
rout must bo protected. A small glass 
mug iu a window, whore tho rays strike i,t 
Behind, is peculiarly exposed. The back 
hould always bo covered where tbo beams 
\ro likuly to touch it. 


Tbe greatest danger to looking-glasses, 
owever, is in transporting thum. 
\ ory cjc- 
ousiroones havo been seriously injured by 
areleaa 
handling when 
merely carried 


jioroas the street. 
1'ho men who move fur- 


niture ivro seldom fully award of theso pos- 
ibilities, nnd need to bo cautioned and 
vatched. Vrequoutly a man or boy iiuij- bo 
oen in tho street oarryiug a mirror in auuli 
» way that the full glare of n nopu-day ami 
strikes aud injures it. Owners of such nrti- 
'les would, as a rulo, bo able to keep and 
use them much longer if thoy would excr- 
ciso n\oro caution in this regard. To veail- 
rei- u pier gln»s often costs as much ns one- 
ll'th of tbo original prico of the nrticlo: 
vbilo the common glass is seldom worth 
esilvoring. 


It is also well to avoid banging a mirror 


icar a Btovo or firc-placo, whore the heat 
adintod can reach it. 
If this precaution is 


neglected, granulation is liJkoly to ooeur, 
evten in » comparatively dark room, by tho 
nfluencc of warmth instead of light. A 
amp or gas jet, if pitvced too close while 
burning, though it may not crack the gliias, 
will o(t*>n bring about the same injurious 
iry»t»hzation, and will even 
sometimes 


eauau tlio amalgam to molt aud ruu off.

develop more viobly tburo thau iu Persia, 
where thoy are extremely good. Iu the 
great plenty, immciixely 'boyoml tbe de- 
mands of consumers where thoy most 
abound, the prudent lookers ahead cut a 


hole through tho rind, while on the vino, 
down iuto tho pulp. It is then closed lightly 
with wax. Under a genial sun the cone 
soon begins to melt away till it all disap- 
pears, leaving the shell nearly full of a de- 
licious fluid which is colled melon wine. 
Like tho drink of the gods, it is not to bo 
compared with any other

MONSTER ft RAPE VINE.—A littlo way from 


Windsor Castlp, tho out-of-town residence 
of tbo Queen of England, and belonging to 
tho royal domain, is probably ono if not the 
largest, most prolific of the valuable fruit 
bearers on tho globe. Iu tbo first place, it 
is eighty-throe years old—yot vigorous and 
thritty as in youth. The trunk, largo and 
rank, divides into two branches a lew feet 
from tho gpuiuid, which are trailed in differ- 
ent directions for rods. One entire glass 
house is given up to.the protection of the 
votoran, watch was reputed to havo lifteen 
thousand of bunches, plump, full and in- 
viting, when wo saw it hi August, In green 
house chronicles that vino is without a par- 
allel.

with confervas, admits ot a question. At 
tbo Hague, tho capital of Holland, threaded 
with canals iu whioh no current is percep- 
tible, they aro so densely carpeted witi- a 
thick green scum, strangers turn awny from1 
them m fuav, as though they woro poisoning 
tbo atmosphere. But no such apprehension 
as being charged with mophitio gases is ex- 
pressed by the inhabitants. They neither 
see nor imagine any sanitary disturbance 
from such a source. Investigation shows 
that tbo conferva) ia u vegetable growth, ac- 
tually modifying and purifying exhalations 
passing up through tho delicate covering. 
.So much for fact. With us, a green pool 
near a dwelling is denounced us a nuisance 
requiring immediate destruction becuu.so it 
will generate disease. Skim off tho purify- 
ing oonfcryro, that which excites apprehen- 
sion aud disease from the stagnant surface 
would soon work disastrous effects.
